The Lacoste-Tilden match provid-

» in France as a superman of tennis 
) wae achieved tn a thrilling uphill 
battle.

8.000 spectators, failing to under- 
stand the beautiful technique of play 
and the conflict of two well-planned 
campaigns, were rather-somnolent. 


Then, with Tilden two sets to 
oue, Lacoste began the gallant 
fight which squared the match 
amid enthusiasm such as had 
heen secn seldom if ever in the 
history of sport in France. 

While the crowd was keyed to 
Tost intense emotion in the third 
set with the score at three-all, La- 
coete injured a leg in trying to re- 
turn one of Tilden’s cannonballs. 
Thereafter for the remaining games 
of the eet he limped badiy, once 
sitting down beside the base line, 
Courageously resuming play, he fin- 
ally lost 5-7. 

Tilden in Argument 

This third set saw the players re- 
sorting to every possible triek of the 
game including change of pace and 
deep lobs. Then came the first foot 
fault called aguinst Tilden—the 
firet ever called in the history of the 
French champtonships. An argument 
ensued. Twice later Tilden was ar 
cused of stepping over the line and 
each of the three faults was called 
by an American judge, Alan Mubr, 
who resides in France and is prom- 
inent in French athletics. Heated 
arguments ensued between Tilden 
and Muhr, the player being eapeci- 
ally upset over a decision 
fourth eet.
